Khrushchev May Find It Tough 


Driving Russians to Horse Meat 


MOSCOW, June 26 (UPI) — 
Premier Khrushchev is going to 
have a tough job selling horse 
meat to Russians. 

Even though accustomed to 
periodic meat shortages, most 
Russians draw the line at eating 
what they consider mans best 
friend. 

Horse meat 
Soviet Union, but mainly by 
Moslems: European’ Russians 
look on the practice with disgust. 

Khrushchev told a meeting in 
Al:na Ata, Kazakhstan, Saturday 
that horse meat is a “tasty, 
nourishing, high calorie, inex- 
pensive product.’ He called for 
the development of the horse 
meat industry.

against eating horses is as strong 
as against eating pigeons—both 
revered almost as much as cows 
are in India. 

Only in times of extreme 
famine has the average Russian 
peasant betrayed the horse. 

The last time was during: the 
starvation years of the civil war 
that followed the Communist 
revolution, Then meager rations 
of horse meat were distributed 
to a lucky few—scientists, pro- 
fessors, top engineers and army 
officers. 

When a Western correspondent 
recently told a prominent Soviet 
scientist that horse meat is .a 
special daily feature of the Har- 
vard Faculty Club he replied 
incredulously: ‘‘There. must be 
a civil war in Cambridge,”

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP) 
The United States and Russia 
resume preliminary § disarma- 
ment talks today’ amid reports 
of a new United States move to 
break an apparant deadlock. 

Informed sources say the 
United States has proposed ex- 
panding next month's digarma- 
ment conference to 20 nations by 
bringing in nations from Africa, 
Latin America, and possibly Asia 
and the Far East. 

The preposal was reported to 
have been made last week dur- 
ing earlier meetings between 
President Kennedy’s disarma- 
ment adviser, John J. McCloy, 
and Valerian A. Zorin, Russia’s 
U.N. delegate. Zorin was said 
to have been cool to the idea. 

There was no official confir- 
mation of the 20-nation proposal, 
but sources said it suggested ad- 
dition of three nations from 
Latin America, three from Afri- 
ca and several from Asia and 
the Far East. 

Meeting Not Yet Definite. 

The talks are in preparation 
for resumption of disarmament 
negotiation, which may start 
July 31 at the United Nations in 
New York. 

The United States has contend- 
ed the present talks concern 
Only such matters as what na- 
tions will take part, the rules 
of procedure and possibly the 
agenda. 

Russia has argued that the 
talks should be expanded to take 
in matters of substance. 

Last year’s Geneva disarma- 
ment conference was made up 
of 10 nations, five western and 
five communist. 

The western nations were the 
United States, the United King- 


dom, France, Italy and Canada. | 


Communist nations were Russia, 
Poland, Romania, Bulgaria and 
Czechoslovakia. 

The Soviet Union has proposed 
inclusion of five neutral nations 
in the conference. The United 
States reportedly had agreed to 
the addition of two more nations, 
Mexico and India.

Meanwhile, Arthur H. Dean, 
the chief United States delegate 
to the nuclear test ban talks in 
Geneva, told television  inter- 
viewers the Chinese Communists 
may develop a nuclear bomb in 
a year or two. 

‘‘What small evidence we have 
is that the Russians are not help- 
ing them,’’ Dean added. 

He said the Chinese have ex- 
cellent mathematicians and other 
scientists who could develop a 
nuclear weapon of their own.

GENEVA. June 26 (UPI) — 
The United States said today 
Communist China is promoting a 
Communist takeover of Laos to 
establish a gateway to Southeast 
Asia. 

The charge was made by Ned 
Nordness, spokesman for the 
United States delegation at the 
14-nation conference on Laos. 

His statement followed a re- 
jection by the Chinese Commv- 
nists of the American and French 
proposals for effective controls 
to insure a free and neutral Laos. 

Communist Chinese Foreign 
Minister Chen Yi earlier de- 
nounced the Western demands 
for guarantees against foreign 
aggression. 

Chen Yi accused the United 
States of trying to ‘‘rekindle 
the war in Laos” and demanded 
abrogation of the Southeast Asia 


| Treaty Organization’s pledge to 


protect Laos. 
Nordness told a press confer- 


ence after today's meeting: 


“It seems to us they do not 
want any kind of controls to stop 
the seven-year-old (Communist) 
North Viet Nam infiltration into 
Laos. 

“They are adamant in their 
desire to keep the road wide 
open from north to south so that 
they can fulfill their plans of 
using the North Viet Namese 
infiltration, subversion and ulti- 
mate takeover of Laos, to estab- 
lish a gateway to Southeast Asia.

in solitary confinement after he 
fought with Alyous Thompson, 
21, on the fifth floor of the jail. 
Thompson is in serious condition 
at City Hospital with a severe 
knife wound of the face. 
son suffered a cut on the wrist 
and was treated at Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital. 

The knife was found in a 
toilet bowl on the fifth floor of 
the jail several hours after the 
fight. Jail guards made a thor- 
ough search of all prisoners on 
the floor but found no other 
weapons. 

Boeger said Jackson claimed 
that Thompson was choking him, 
and he looked down and saw 
phe knife on the floor. Prisoners 
who witnessed the fight told the 
warden that Jackson drew the 
knife from his trousers and 
Slashed at Thompson as _ the 
other man was choking him 

Jackson told police at first 
that the cuts were inflicted with 
a razor blade, but later ad- 
mitted that a knife had been 
used. He contended that Thomp- 
son had drawn the knife from 
his pocket and dropped it on the 
floor in the struggle. 

The fight took place in a fifth- 
floor recreation room at 12:20 
p.m. Nineteen other prisoners 
were in the room at the time, 
Boeger said 

Jackson told police that he and 
Thompson were playing craps, 
and that he had won all of 
Thompson’s money. He said 
Thompson became angry and 
kicked him, and he fell to the 
floor. As they fought, Jackson 
told police, he saw Thompson 
remove a shiny metal object 
from his pocket which he thought 
was a razor blade. 

Jackson said he swung at 
Thompson and was slashed on 
the wrist. Then Thompson began 
to run around the dining room, 
with Jackson close behind, Jack- 
son said. The prisoner said he 
saw a knife on the floor which 
Thompson evidently dropped. He 
picked it up, Jackson told police, 
followed Thompson across a 
metal table, tumbled to the floor 
with him and struck at him with 
the knife, cutting him on the left 
cheek. 

Under questioning, Jackson 
told police he never had seen 
the knife before and did 
know how had gotten 
the jail 

Thompson would say only that 
he was cut with a pocket knife 
by Jackson 

Boeger told a reporter that 
Jackson had the razor blade in 
his hand when guards arrived 
in tke recreation room. Thre 
unusually small dice were found 
in a tobacco sack in Jackson's 
possession, the warden said 

Other prisoners told authori- 
ties that a Knife had been used 
and helped guards locate it in 
the toilet bowl. 

Boeger said the jail does not 
permit dice-playing, 
virtually impossible to prevent 
it. “These boys have nothing to 
do but think for 24 hours a day,’ 
he said. ‘““‘They can: figure a lot 
of ways to make dice. They even 
make them out of soap, or little

Taft-Hartley Changes. 

“This dispute,"’ the President 
went on, “presents new evidence 
of the imperative need for modi- 
fications in the present (Taft- 
Hartley) law. | propose to make 
suggestions to the Congress 
along these lines very shortly.” 

‘In the meantime,” Mr. Ken- 
nedy said, “‘the particular dis- 
pute must be met with the pro- 
cedures at hand.”’

Cream Soured Scientifically 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

THERE IS a certain glamor 
to sour cream which certainly 
is belied by its plain-Jane name. 
Actually, the term is confusing 
to many homemakers, since com- 
mercially soured cream is quite 
different from cream that has 
soured from.being in a warm 
spot too long or becoming lost 
in the depths of the refrigerator. 
Extra heating required in the 
pasteurization process means 
that milk and cream keep fresh 
longer; it also results in cream 
taking so long to sour naturally 
that it spoils first. 

Commercially soured cream is 
a fresh dairy food, made from 
sweet cream which has been 
pasteurized and homogenized, 
then inoculated with a lactic acid 


being held at a warm tempera- 
ture for eight to 10 hours, it is 
cooled quickly and packaged. 

If you want to use a recipe 
that calls for sour cream and do 
not have any on hand, it is pos- 
sible to make a substitute at 
home. Best way is to add one 
tablespoon vinegar or one and 
one-haif tablespoons lemon juice 
to one cup of table or coffee 
cream, or undiluted evaporated 


milk; stir, and let stand in a 
warm place until the cream 
thickens. 

Most Americans meet . sour 


cream for the first time as a 
topping for baked potatoes, 
sprinkled with chopped chives or 
crumbled crisp bacon. Excellent 
fare—but only an introduction to 
the countless ways in which this 
versatile food can dress up ev- 
eryday dishes. 

As a garnish for soup (tomato, 
green pea or beet), as a sauce 
(add horseradish for meats, 
chopped cucumbers for fish), as 
a dip, a salad dressing, a top- 
ping for fruits, or as an ingredi- 
ent it makes that subtle differ- 
ence which establishes a woman 
as ‘‘a fabulous cook.” 


The recipes in today’s section 
have been selected to illustrate 
the versatility of this smooth 
dairy product, with its delicate 
but piquant flavor which is so 
hard to describe and so impos- 
sible to forget. 

Since salads are such summer 
favorites, let’s start with salad 
dressings. Here are 22 of them, 
no less, which illustrates how 
sour cream plus various season- 
ings and condiments can dress 
salads most flatteringly. 


SOUR CREAM DRESSINGS. 
With Fruits: 


Honey Cream Dressing. 
Two-thirds cup hon>y. 
Few grains sait 
Two cups sour cream. 
Gently stir ingredients togeth- 
er.. Chill. Try this with berries, 
citrus fruits, bananas. 


Piquant 
Cottage Cheese 
Dressing. 
One cup cottage cheese. 
Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 
One-half teaspoon lemon juice. 
Few grains pepper. 
Two cups sour cream, 
Gently stir ingredients togeth- 
er, Chill. 


Snowy Mint 
Dressing. 

One-fourth cup finely chopped 
fresh mint. 

Two teaspoons sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Two teaspoons lemon juice. 

Two cups sour cream. 

Mix together mint and sugar; 
let stand five to 10 minutes. 
Gently fold sweetened mint, salt

That at any rate is the im- 
pression left here this past week 
by members of the Japanese 
mission accompanying Prime 
Minister Hayato Ikeda to Wash- 
ington. There is no question at 
present of Japan’s giving formal 
recognition to Communist China. 
But Japan would like to sce 
some formula agreed on for 
bringing mainland China into the 
United Nations, if this could be 


done without damage to the in- | 


terest of the 
world. 

The difficult and complicated 
question of China, with all the 
emotionalisth it evokes, was 
largely presented by Shigenobu 
Shima, who proved himself a 
master of political nuance. Shi- 
ma served for three years in the 
embassy in Washington, return- 
ing to Tokyo in 1957 to become 
deputy foreign minister and 
chief of the foreigr office plan- 
ning staff. His three years here 
left him in no doubt as to the 
power of the organized forces 
in this country that oppose any 
change in ‘he status of Red 
China. 

WHAT IS HAPPENING is in 
part a consequence of Japan’s 
growing industrial productivity 
and the need to find markets. 
Each time a trade union or a 
trade association in the United 
States demands that Japarese 
imports be cut back, the ruling 
clique of indust.ialists and poli- 
ticians in Tokyo begin to look 
nervously about for markets that 
might replace those lost in this 
country. 

But the trade mission to Pei- 
ping and other signs of a re- 
newal of old ties can also be 
put down to the difficult -situa- 
tion in which Communist ‘China 
finds itself. The initiative came 
from Peiping. It marks the-end 
of a break that came three -years 
ago when, after carefully work- 
ing out an exchange of trade 
missions, Tokyo refused to al- 
low the Red China mission to 
fly Red China's flag in the Jap- 
anese capital. 

The first tentative trade talks 
took place in March. Now the 
Japanese are considering 
whether to buy Chinese coking 
coal, soybeans, salt and certain 
other commodities. They would 
be exchanged for Japanese 
manufactures and thereby Red 
China’s desperate need for hard 
currency might be somewhat 
eased. 

IN THE COURSE of the Wash- 
ington talks, the Japanese con- 
firmed from their own intelli- 
gence sources reports received 
here of the seriousness of the 
crisis in China. It is so grave, 
according to Foreign Minister 
Zentaro Kosaka, that Peiping 
has suspended for an indefinite 
period the all-out drive to indus- 
trialize the country. Thé major 
failure has been in agriculture, 
with widespread hunger and belt- 
tightening throughout the coun- 
try. The Communist Chinese re- 
gime ascribes this to bad weath- 
er and resulting crop failures. 

But reports to Tokyo and other 
world capitals indicates serious 
political trouble in the effort to 
communize the land and force 
all peasants to work in giant 
communes under constant sur- 
veillance, With the Chinese in- 
dustrial drive indefinitely sus- 
pended, the Japanese gave offi- 
cials here the impression that 
Peiping was compelled to turn 
to Tokyo. And on Tokyo’s terms, 
it was indicated, meaning that 
Red China will foreswear any 
effort to influence domestic pol- 
icy in Japan. 

In talking about what seems 
to be the beginning of a new 
orientation, Shima and others 
used the word “sentimental.” 
The “sentimental” ties with 
China going back thousands of 
years are so important that they 
cannot be ignored. 

What is more, the Japanese 
have nothing against the Chinese 
people. In China’s long history, 
various forms of government 
have come and gone, yet the 
power, if only the power to en- 
dure and resist, of the Chinese 
people has continued. And so, 
in the philosophic view with 
which the Japanese profess to 
view China today, it will be 
again. 

THE PROBLEM is compli- 
cated by Nationalist China and

Peiping has been 
saying that trade could be ar- 
ranged only between a Chinese 
State trading agency and a Jap- 
anese state trading agency. But 
Tokyo has insisted that the Jap- 
anese end of any deal must be 
handled by private. traders.

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Adverse Reaction 
to Abortive At- 
tempt Recedes.

WASHINGTON, June 26: 

A REPETITION of the United 
States-sponsored invasion of 
Cuba could be fata! to the inter- 
American system, Adlai E. Ste- 
venson told the Post-Dispatch 
last night. 

He said he found on his recent 
tour of South America that all 
Latin American leaders ‘ consid- 
ered the attempted invasion a 
great mistake and “an offense 
to the American system.” 

“The adverse reaction now is 
receding, partly because of the 
great interest shown in the 
alliance for progress program,” 
Stevenson said. “But another 
unilateral. intervention, unless 
approved by the Organization of 
American States, Could be fatal.’ 

The ambassador to the United 
Nations returned Thursday night 
from an 18-day, 16,500-mile tour 
of 10 countries of South Amer- 
ica. He reported to President 
Kennedy Friday on his findings. 

Stevenson said he had ob- 
tained a file of articles pubiished 
by the Post-Dispatch earlier this 
year about political and social 
unrest and Communist activity 
in Latin America in preparation 
for his trip. He said the articles 
showed ‘‘extraordinary insight 
that was later confirmed by my 
own observations.” 

After a weekend of swimming, 
tennis and relaxation at the 
home of Assistant Secretary of 
State George McGhee at nearby 
Middleburg, Va., Stevenson dis- 
cussed his observations and con- 
clusion in a 90-minute interview. 

STEVENSON SAID he found 
President Janio Quadros of 
Brazil particularly vehement in 
his criticism of the invasion 
attempt, calling it a plain case 
of intervention by the United 
States. Quadros and other Lafin 
American leaders expressed 
anxiety over the possibility of 
further similar moves against 
Cuba. 

Stevenson said he thought he 
had been successful in. allaying 
their fears. 

One executive, whom Steven- 
son declined to name, told him 
the invasion plan was bad in 
itself but carried with it the 
further disaster that it failed, 
thus giving the impression that 
Cuba had been able to admin- 
ister a defeat to the mighty 
United States.

Bi-State Tackles Transit 


The Bi-State Development Agency has cau- 
tiously moved to fulfill a portion of its great 
potential for public services We refer of 
course to its conditional decision to create 4 
publicly-owned transit system covering the 
Missouri and Illinois portions of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. It is a judgment that 
ought to enhance the future of the whole 
community, 

The need for action is as real as it is press- 
ing, and Bi-State’s decision no doubt is as wel- 
come to most of the 15 private transit oper’- 
tors as it should be to the traveling public, 
which stands to enjoy a sure and perhaps even 
substantial improvement in service as a re- 
sult. As to the private operators, public own- 
ership may well come as a blessing in dis- 
guise; it will permit them to get their capital 
out of a business in which there has been very 
little money and fewer prospects. 

John C. Baine, president of the largest pri- 
vate operator, Public Service Co., admitted 
this in effect last March when he declared 
privately-operated transit had to have tax re- 
lief or public subsidy or both—“or some form 
of public ownership will be required.” Some 
of the smaller operators have been losing 
money and their very survival has been a 
touch and go proposition. Since it is unrea- 
sonable to ask a community to forego collect- 
ing taxes in order that the private operators 
could continue paying dividends, public own- 
ership now is both logical and necessary, doc- 
trinaire notions to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. For if the communities gave up their 
local taxes to a private operator they would 
have no assurance the tax money would be 
used to improve service, nor would the pri- 
vate operation be relieved from paying state 
and federal taxes. 

Bi-State’s decision for publie ownership is 
predicated, among other things, on the vari- 
ous communities being willing to finance ap- 
praisals of the private properties that are a 
necessary prelude to a negotiated purchase. 
We would hope the communities co-operate, 
and judging by the response of Mayor 
Tucker for St. Louis and Supervisor McNary 
for St. Louis county, those with the financial 
ability may be favorably inclined, as self- 
interest suggests they surely should be. 

As an alternative, Bi-State might well ex- 
plore the possibility of working out an ar- 
rangement with those who might want to han- 
dle the sale of the revenue bonds by which 
the agency would acquire the private proper- 
ties. That is, it just might be possible for Bi- 
State to obtain private financing for the ap- 
praisal work in return for a commitment per- 
mitting a particular financial house to handle 
the bonds. 


What the appraisals will show remains to be 
seen, of course, but the financial details on 
the private operators as reported by W. C. 
Gilman & Co., suggest the figures should fall 
well with the range that would make the reve- 
nue bonds salable. And as a last resort, Bi- 
State can always exercise its power of emi- 
nent domain. It does not have to stand still 
for a holdup. 

Having taken the big decision, Bi-State now 
ought to move aggressively to carry it out. In- 
stead of waiting for the various communities 
to volunteer to help out on the appraisal 
costs, the agency ought actively to solicit such 
help, and also explore all possible alternatives. 
The metropolitan area needs a unified transit 
system, and the sooner it is created the sooner 
the whole community will begin to realize the 
benefits that such a service will produce. Bi- 
State has its work cut out for it. 


The Electricians Back Away 

The brazen effort by the Electrical Work- 
ers Local 1 and some contractors to rig the 
city’s model Building Code in their behalf has 
failed. That is the unmistakable meaning of 
the aldermanic decision to postpone until 
September the heralded attempt to override 
Mayor Tucker’s veto of the union-sponsored 
amendment to the code. Aldermen fronting 
for the union simply did not have the 20 
votes necessary to override, which means that 
the model code remains on the books un- 
blemished, 

All that is necessary now is for Aldermanic 
President Cervantes and other leaders of the 
overwhelmingly Democratic aldermanic body 
to stand firm in support of the Mayor. If they 
do, this first sustained attempt to insert a 
make-work change into the code will die a 
natural death, and similar efforts by other 
special interest groups may be inhibited. 


Presidential Military Aide 

The reported selection of Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor as White House military adviser bears 
great promise. President Kennedy has every 
right to have such an aide and Gen. Taylor, 
with his long and widely varied record and 
his excellent personal attributes, seems the 
perfect choice. 

President Kennedy, from all indications, 
simply wants to have close at hand a military 
man with vastly more experience than the 
younger officers who are attached to the 
White House as Army, Navy and Air Force 
aides. Had a man of Gen. Taylor’s stature 
been at the President’s elbow last April, would 
the Cuban invasion fiasco have happened? 
Would not the coldly analytical eye of Gen. 
Taylor have seen what! the President at first 
did not see? 

It is to be remembered that Adm. William 
D. Leahy held this post under Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. It has been vacant 
since then. Some friction and ill-feeling en- 
sued in Congress and other quarters where it 
was felt that Adm. Leahy had too much 
power. But on a lower level in the Truman 
Administration, Defense Secretary Forrestal, 
who accomplished so much in the Pentagon 
reorganization after World War II, depended 
on Maj. Gen. Alfred Gruenther, a man in Gen. 
Taylor's category, as his “‘principal military 
adviser,” During the arduous reorganization 
years, Secretary Forrestal saved himself much 
time and effort by using Gen. Gruenther as his 
intermediary in dealing with the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and in resolving differences of opin- 
ion. The general proved far more successful 
than the admiral in maintaining amicable 
relations. | 

The stands Gen. Taylor took during his last 
four years of active duty, 1955-59, as Army 
Chief of Staff, and his subsequent book, “The 
Uncertain Trumpet,” reveal his thinking. He 
resigned because he felt the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration put a balanced budget over ade- 
quate defense. He was one of the first to op- 
pose the single policy of massive nuclear re- 
taliation and to urge a modernized Army ready 


for limited warfare at any spot on the globe. 
His ‘advocacy of solid-fueled and mobile big 
missiles, as well as his fight for the delayed 
Nike Zeus anti-missile missile, prove that he 
has been looking ahead. 

Although Gen. Taylor may continue to be 
a critic of many phases of the established 
order, his record is one that indicates service 
rivalries and narrow outlooks will not play 
a part in straightening out the present con- 
fused defense picture. 


Confusion as a Weapon 

The frivolous broadening of the National 
Defense Education bill—at last week’s end by 
the proposal of a G.I. college program for 
service men discharged since Jan. 31, 1955— 
is an indefensible tactic in the debate on fed- 
eral aid for parochial schools. 

An argument of sorts—but hardly a very 
persuasive one—may be made for the renewal 
of veterans’ educational grants. Since they 
were an acknowledgment of the nation’s debt 
to those drafted to fight in World War II and 
in Korea, similar benefits might be extended 
to those drafted at any time. There is, how- 
ever, a great difference between service in 
war and in peace. Further, those drafted have 
a duty which should be performed without 
special compensation. It is balanced by the 
protection of the laws and the general bene- 
fits accruing to citizens of a democracy. 

The Senate education subcommittee prob- 
ably would have given the proposal short 
shrift except for the pressure for construction 
loans to parochial schools. This gives it some 
maneuvering value, but does not make it rele- 
vant. The real issue is whether aid denied 
under the President’s proposal should be ex- 
tended under the defense program, and as 
the price for adoption of the Administration 
measure. 

From the outset, Mr. Kennedy has asserted 
that in his opinion aid to parochial schools is 
unconstitutional. We believe that most Ameri- 
cans agree with him. Yet since the Supreme 
Court rather than the President or Congress 
has the last word on constitutionality, he is 
willing to see the issue presented to: the 
Court, but in a special and separate bill. 
Rightly, he believes it should not jeopardize 
badly needed legislation. Some legislators, 
however, resort as much to log-rolling as to 
logic. They make unwarranted demands to 
gain unwarranted concessions. If they really 
believe in the renewal of G.I. benefits or in 
parochial school aid, let them pass the public 
school bill and the defense bill in proper 
form, and then bring up those separate mat- 
ters in quite separate measures to stand on 
their merits in the Congress and in the Court. 


Floating Rocket Launchers 


The Saturn, the nuclear-fueled rocket, and 
other giants now in the offing may be ex- 
pected to present serious launching problems. 
They will have a higher potential for danger 
to surrounding communities than do Atlas and 
Titan. If they exploded on blast-off or soon 
after, they could do untold damage in popu- 
lated areas.. So although no money has been 
appropriated, the Defense Department afid 
National Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion are studying the feasibility of using moth- 
balled floating drydocks as safe and economi- 
cal mobile launching sites. The idea is an in- 
triguing one and if the study continues to 
show promise there should be no hesitancy 
about backing it with funds. 


Realistic Report 


Adlai Stevenson has reported to the public, 
and undoubtedly to President Kennedy, that 
he found on his recent mission that Latin 
American governments are increasingly aware 
of economic and social shortcomings which 
can be exploited by subversive groups. The 
United States has as much right to expect the 
neighbors to attend to such problems as they 
had to protest that the United States paid 
little attention to them. 

Latins used to joke that the best way to get 
North American help was to develop an in- 
ternal Communist threat. Now some repub- 
lics face a real threat, and the necessity for 
doing something about it themselves, with 
Washington’s assistance, is no longer amusing. 

Mr, Stevenson is believed to have found a 
good deal of governmental timidity about deal- 
ing with internal subversion, and more about 
any kind of dealing with Castro Cuba. But 
the main purpose of his tour was to assess the 
economic needs of the sister republics and 
their willingness to help themselves, as re- 
quired in the new Administration develop- 
ment aid program. 

Fortunately the republics below the border 
have generally better and more democratic 
leadership today than ever before. If that 
leadership is truly determined to answer sub- 
version with popular reforms, the problem of 
external threats can be reduced. Mr. Steven- 
son's report is not: entirely optimistic, but 
this one finding is particularly hopeful for 


the future of the President's Alliance for 
Progress.

Between Book Ends 4 Chain of Defeat 


STREET WITHOUT JOY, Indochina 
at War, 1946-54. By Bernard B. Fall. 
(The Stackpole Co., 322 pgs., $4.95.) 


The reader with a desire to know 
what is happening in Laos, and what 
will be the outcome of the struggle 
there between Communism and the 
West, may find the answers in this 
timely account of the Indochina war. 


The failure of the West to win in In- 
dochina made the present war inevita- 
ble, the author points out. And the vain 
efforts of the West to counter the tac- 
tics of the new ‘Revolutionary War- 
fare,”’ which were applied successfully 
by the Communists in Indochina, indi- 
cates they are about to win another 
round in their fight for control of all 
Asia. 

The author is a French citizen, a sur- 
vivor of the resistance, now living in 
the United States. He first came to 
this country as a Fulbright scholar. In 
1953 he went to Indochina, at his own 
expense, seeking materia! for a doctor- 
ate thesis. Later he was in Laos on a 
research project for the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO). — This 
book is primarily an account of the 
author’s own experiences and chserva- 
tions, 

France's failure to throw back the 
Communist invasion of Indochina was 
not due to lack of equipment for mod- 
ern war, the author states. Arms were 


plentifully supplied from the United 
States and other sources. Nor was 
there any lack of individual gallantry. 
The French forces and their Asian 
auxiliaries were defeated because, in 
the author’s opinion, they failed to 
adapt to the hit and run jungle fighting 
forced upon them by their opponents. 
In addition the Viet-Minh had the ad- 
vantage of an ‘‘active sanctuary’ in 
Red China. 


“Yet guerrilla forces are not invin- 
cible,” the author contends. ‘Their 
logistical requirements may be simpler 
than those of large regular forces, but 
they have some rock bottom needs 
which must be filled from outside, or 
they die. Conversely, abundance of 
logistical support to a regular force 
opposing guerrillas does not necessarily 
give it a sure fire chance for victory 
over the lightly armed partisans. Nei- 
ther do more sophisticated weapons 
automatically insure superiority. 


“The coritinuing insecurity in Laos 
and South Viet-Nam,” the author con- 
tinues, “‘proves that in five years of 
uneasy peace the Viet-Minh forces and 
their Laotian satellites have lost none 
of their ability to fight and win a jun- 
gle and swamp war against superior 
forces when the latter fight the war ac- 
cording to the traditional ‘book.’ Con- 
sidering the less than ‘startling results 
of such western methods in_ nearly all 


saying the Russian “‘no strings” help 
for Aswan dam was proving to have 
strings indeed. 

A few days ago the Egyptians lashed 
back. The controlled press in Cairo 
charged the Russians were trying to 
meddle in U.A.R. affairs, trying to put 
the U.A.R. in a position of “submissive 
dependence.” 

Nasser’s critics could well say, “I 
told you so!"’, but from the American 
view there is a good deal more to this 
business than that. 

Now Nasser maintains a policy which 
he calls “positive neutralism.”” Mr. 
Dulles said in effect that neutralism is 
immoral (which is about what Mr. 
Khrushchev is now saying). This all- 
or-nothing diplomacy may have looked 
bold, but it disregarded the historical 
experience of such peoples as the 
Arabs. In any case, it blundered into 
alienation of Arabs at the very moment 
the West was striving to keep them out 
of the Soviet orbit. 

The Kennedy Administration is not 
dedicated to this flexible and unprom- 
ising policy as to uncommitted peo- 
ples. In view of Nasser’s demarche 
we will now: learn if the American 
State Department through its Near 
East desk is any more aware of the 
need, and the time, than was the case 
under Mr. Dulles’s guidance.

The subcommittee, in a maior- 
ity report, stated that S.I.U. was 
attempting to outstrip the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and the state's 
taxpayers could afford to sup- 
port only one major institution. 

Mrs. Simon was appointed to 
the subcommittee in 1959 when 
she was a member of the House. 
She did not run for re-election 
in 1960, but her term on the 
subcommittee runs until Friday. 

She said that much of the 
criticism of the university was 
unjustified because S.I.U. now 
is serving the Madison-St. Clair 
county area, the second most 
populous area of the state. 

Mrs. Simon agreed with the 
majority, however, that a single 
board of education should be ap- 
pointed to govern all state uni- 
versities in Illinois. 


PUNISH UNETHICAL 
DOCTORS, LEADER 
OF A.M.A. URGES 


NEW YORK, June 26 (AP)— 
“Physicians must not be afraid 
to ‘etnsure or punish their fel- 
low-doctors who are gufity” of 
unefhical conduct or incompe- 
tence, Dr. Leonard W. Larson, 
president-elect of the American 
Medical Association said today. 

He also called on the A.M.A.’s 
185,000 members for all-out op- 
position to proposals to pay for 
old-age medical care out of so- 
cial security funds.

Traffic lights between Forty-second and Seventy- 
seventh streets winked out and a tinge of panic hit 
the streets.

The Independent subway quit and the temperature was 
95."A flood of phone calls hit police headquarters and the 
operators lost their minds repeating: ‘‘Yes, we know about it, 
lady . . . Consolidated Edison is doing everything it can... .” 

Electric ranges went cold, and so did 20,000 half-cooked 
dinners. Elevators stopped between floors in tall skyscrapers 
and not one could move them. Under the veneer, nerves 
began to unravel and a woman in the Coliseum elevator 
moaned: “‘We’re going to fall. We're going to fall to the 
bottom.” A young reporter stood on a corner and murmured: 
“What a publicity stunt!” 

The garages went dark and no one could bring a car 
down the elevators.

CABIN ON THE LAKE: If you've long yearned for a va- 
cation cabin near a lake but found it out of the question be- 
cause of the high price of waterside land, here’s something 
you might want to consider—a pre-fabricated cabin for on the 
water. Actually, it’s designed to convert a standard raft or 
pontoon float into a houseboat with accommodations for a 
family of four or five. The nine feet four inch cabin can be 
put together in about three hours by two persons. It has a din- 
ing nook, settee, dome lights, screened windows, running wa- 
ter tank and fenced-in deck. You can trail it—on a pontoon 
float—to the water, use a 5 to 35-horsepower outboard motor 
with it. Cabin cost runs $800 up, and optional equipment in- 
cludes chemical commode, refrigerator, stove. 


‘WATER DRILL: Attach a new four-foot long aluminum 
tube to your garden hose and it drills inself into the soil at a 
rate of up to four feet a minute. Its jet-drilling nozzle works 
even through clay without hand pressure. The inexpensive 
device can be used to water trees and shrubs at the roots, It 
opens a hole in the soil one inch in diameter and, with the 
drill withdrawn, the hole can be partially filled with a 
“charge” of fertilizer to slowly feed the roots. The device also 
is useful for digging sma!] diameter post holes. 


ONE FINGER CHORDS: Well, now they've done it to 
the piano—put a set of electric buttons on the left side of the 
keyboard so anyone who can read numbers or pick out a 
tune with hie right hand can play chords with one finger of 
the left. The latest ‘“‘music. the easy way’’ device is to go into 
pianos produced by nine different manufacturers—at an added 
cost of something over $300. It’s intended for novices who'd 
like to play songs immediately by numbers from song books— 
and maybe eventually, with some practice, from ordinary 
music sheets.

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Did Lizzie Borden Really Kill Her Parents? 


When Power Failed edt Brands Her as Ax Murderer. but New — on Old Crime Contends ‘Not Guilty’ Verdict Was Correct

DID LIZZIE BORDEN really 

give those 40 whacks? Genera- 
tions of whodunit fans have 
shuddered happily over the blood- 
all-around details of the double 
murder of her father, Andrew 
J. Borden, and her stepmother, 
Mrs. Abbie D. Borden in Fall 
River, Mass. For 69 years small 
fry at their play have chanted: 


Lizzie Borden took an ax 

And gave her mother forty 
whacks;: 

And when she saw 
had done 


what she 


She gave her father forty- 
one 
A more gloriously gory crime 
has seldom occurred in Amer- 
ican history. It was so spec- 


tacular that the legend of Lizzie 
Borden has been the base of a 
number of novels. Broadway has 
staged two dramas about her, 
and in 1948 choreographer Agnes 
De Mille staged a ballet named 
*‘The Fall River Legend.’ Not 
too long ago, Princess Margaret 
Rose of England entertained her 
friends with verse after verse 
of a Lizzie Borden ballad sung 
in a current London musical. 


Yet, when one examines the 
evidence presented in Edward 
D. Radin’s ‘Lizzie Borden, the 


Untold Story” just published by 
Simon and Schuster, a more un- 
likely murderess has seldom sat 
in a courtroom. Though she was 
acquitted by the jury, song and 
story around the world have 
almost unanimously maintained 
her guilt. Radin offers a step-by- 
step demonstration that Lizzie’s 
jury was right. 

On Aug. 4, 1892, 
small, delicate, gently - reared 
spinster of 33. Though not pret- 
tv, her auburn hair and large 
eyes placed her far from the 
plain Jane category. She and 
her older sister Emma had not 
married because there were sim- 
ply not enough men of their own 
class to go around in Fall River. 
Their father’s wealth made 
working outside the home un- 
thinkable, but Lizzie was a de- 
vout member of the Congrega- 
tional Church and active in the 


she was a 


Fruit and Flower Mission, a 
useful charitable organization 
which visited the poor and 


friendless in institutions, brought 
toys to children in hospitals and 
food. to their elders, read news- 
papers and books to bed-ridden 
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patients and in general relieved 
the nurses of many other tasks. 

Details of the crimes of which 
this delicately nurtured female 
was accused took up 1930 pages 
of trial testimony. These, plus 
hundreds of pages of preliminary 
court hearings and the portions 
of the inquest which were made 
public were scrutinized by Radin. 

The Lizzie Borden legend 
claims that, armed with an ax, 
this respected, church-going spin- 
ster crept up on her stepmother 


in the upstairs guest room 
where the older woman was 
making the hed. 


The legend, according to Ra- 
din, went like this 

‘Nineteen times (Lizzie) flailed 
away in fury at the older woman 
.. . hacking out a five-inch hole 
in the skull and chopping most 
of the head to ribbons .. . she 
let the body remain where it 
had fallen, quickly cleaned her- 
self and the weapon, and then 
for almost 90 minutes calmly en- 
gaged in such homely,chores as 
carrying up clothes from the cel- 
lar laundry, sewing a loop on a 
dress, ironing seyeral handker- 
chiefs and leafing through a 
magazine... 

When her father returned from 
his continued tradition, 
Lizzie, with her prone step- 
mother drenched in blood up- 
stairs, calmly helped Borden out 
of his hot black wool coat and 
into a loose jacket and encour- 
aged him to stretch out on the 
room couch for a nap 
When her father was asleep, she 
returned to the sitting room with

Feeling ran high in Fall River 
after the murder. That day 
thousands of workers had gath- 
ered in front of the narrow 
frame house on Second street 
and later jammed the town’s 
saloons. There was rejoicing in 
this spree. For the Irish and 
French Canadian cotton mill 
workers, Lizzie and her family 
were members of a hated ruling 
caste. The dictatorial Andrew 
Borden, a wealthy, self-made 
man, was noted for his hard bar- 
gains and skinflint dealings. It 
was felt he had received his 
comeuppance. On the day of the 
double funeral, 4000 people 
watched the hearse’s progress 
through the streets. 

K was common knowledge that 
the household had not been a 
happy,.one. The spinster daugh- 
ters had resented their father’s 
stubborn refusal to let them en- 
tertain on a scale his money 
warranted. Radin wrote: ‘“‘They 
were not an affectionate family 

. tenderness, love and devo- 
tion were words rather than feel- 
ings to them.”’ On the torrid 
murder morning, the enormous 
New England breakfast of johnny 
cakes, bread, coffee, cookies, 
mutton, hot mutton soup and 
fruit had been eaten only by 
Borden and his wife, Lizzie’s 
visiting uncle, John Vinicum 
Morse, and the maid, Bridget 
Sullivay. Emma was away visit- 
ing. Lizzie did not eat with the 
family. 


Did she murder or didn’t 
she? It was up to the jury to 
decide. On the first day of 
her trial months later, Julian 
Ralph of the New York Sun 
wrote: “‘She is either the most 
injured of innocents or the 
blackest of monsters. She 
either hacked her father and 
stepmother to pieces with the. 
furious brutality of the ogre 
in Poe’s story of the Rue 
Morgue or some other person 
did it and she suffers ‘the 
double torture of losing her 
parents and being wrongfully 
accused of their murders.” 


It was intriguing for future

Gout Sutferer’s Diet 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am writing for my brother who is 
troubled with gout. What causes it? What is he allowed to 
eat and what not? What can he do for it?. His doctor told 
him not to eat pork. We met someone with gout who said his 
doctor has him on a pork diet but he is not allowed to eat 
beef. Now we are puzzled. Who is right? V. K. 


Gout, a disease known as far back as the days 
of imperial Rome, is a disorder in the metabolism of 
| uric acid. That is to say, uric acid is present 
| naturally in the system, but when the body cannot, in 
turn, dispose of it adequately, the excess can cause 

trouble. 

When one has gout, the uric acid accumulates in 
the blood, and eventually is deposited (or some of it 
is) as crystals in certain joints, or even in such places 
as the ear lobes. The big toc is the classic spot, but it 
by no means is the only one. 


Uric acid is one of a group of chemicals known as purines. 
If you eat a low-purine diet, you get less uric. acid in the 
system, and there’s less for your faulty metabolism to get 

; rid of. 

So a low-purine diet is reasonable and I see no objection 
to it between attacks—except that a purine-free diet is low in 
protein, which is necessary in a good diet. For that reason | 
can’t advise continued use of a low-purine diet. Nor would 


it be very tasty, in time. It would get monotonous. 
The HIGH-purine. foods are meats (including 
sweetbreads, kidney, liver), fish and seafoods, with 


herring, sardines, crab and anchovies being very high. 

Beef, pork, veal and mutton are about equal in 
purine. I suppose if | had a patient who loved pork, 
1 might prohibit it on the grounds that he’d eat 
some—but less—of other meats. Or vice versa for 
people who can’t say ‘‘no” to a 20-ounce sirloin. ‘“‘No 
beef—but you can have some pork.” Anything to cut 
down excess purines.

When sailors from Europe 
reached southeastern Asia more 
than 450 years ago, they took 
greater interest in trade than in 
the wonders of nature, So far as 
we know, they failed to report 
anything about walking fish. 

As years went by, some white 
persons from Europe made re- 
ports in letters, or in talks with 
their friends after they returned 
from southern Asia, about 
strange fish. You may imagine 
what treatment was given to any 
statement that they had seen 
walking fish! 


Not until scientists and other 
careful observers watched the 
fish in question could the reports 
gain a good following. The 
scientific reports made it clear 
that these fish (members of the 
goby group) performed walking 
of a sort. A few aquariums now 
have these remarkable members 
of the fish world on display. 


Walking fish live near the 
shores of continents and islands 
in some tropical parts of the 
Pacific and Indian oceans. They 
have the special name of ‘‘mud- 
a | skippers,”’ and appear on beaches 

| between high and low tides.
